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Claim 7. The porous sheet according to claim K wherein said polymer packing is 40 

to 80%. 

Claim 8. The porous sheet according to claim 1, having 3 to 75 polymer sections 
having a sectional area of 0.001 mm^ or less per millimeter along the surface of the porous 
sheet. 

Claim 9. The porous sheet according to claim L wherein said polymer sections 
include those having a sectional area of at least 0.00001 mm^. 

Claim 10. The porous sheet according to claim 1, having a weight of 10 to 200 g/m^. 

Claim 11. The porous sheet according to claim 1, having a thickness of 0.03 to 0.5 

mm. 

Claim 12. The porous sheet according to claim L having a thickness of 0.05 to 0.4 

mm. 

Claim 13. The porous sheet according to claim L having a thickness of 0.1 to 0.4 

mm. 



Claim 14. The porous sheet according to claim L wherein said thermoplastic polymer 
is a thermoplastic resin. 
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Claim 15. The porous sheet according to claim 3, wherein said themioplastic 

elastomer is at least one member selected from the group consisting of polvolefin elastomers. 

polvurethane elastomers, stvrene copolymer elastomers, polyester elastomers, and polvamide 

elastomers. 

Claim 16. The porous sheet according to claim K wherein said thermoplastic resin is 
at least one member selected from the group consisting of polvolefin resins. 

Claim 17. The porous sheet according to claim 1. wherein said thermoplastic polymer 
is admixed with an additive capable of preventing the self-adhesion of said porous sheet. 

Claim 18. The porous sheet according to claim L having an air permeability of 0.3 to 
100 cc/(cm^'S). 

Claim 19. The porous sheet according to claim 1. having an air permeability of 0.5 to 
30 cc/(cm^ s). 

Claim 20. The porous sheet according to claim L which is in the form of an article.
